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1937 SUGAR BEET PROGRAM 


There are set forth herein the principal features of the conditional 
payment provisions of the Sugar Act of 1937 and the determinations made pur-— 
Suant thereto by the Secretary insofar as they relate to the 1937 sugar beet 
program. Payments will be made pursuant thereto if the necessary appropria~ 
tion is made by the Congress. 


PART I — DEFINITIONS 


As used herein and in all forms and instructions relating to the 1937 
Sugar beet program, the following terms shall have the following meanings: 


SECRETARY means the Secretary of Agriculture of the United States. 


STATE COMMITTEE means the group of persons designated within any state 
to assist in the administration of the Agricultural Conservation Program in 
such state. 


COUNTY COMMITTEE means the group of persons elected within any county 
to assist in the administration of the Agricultural Conservation Program in 
such county. 


ASSOCIATION means the association organized for the county pursuan 
the Articles of Association, as amended, to assist in the administrati 
the Agricultural Conservation Program in such county. ig 


PERSON means an individual, partnership, corporation, or ep pe 


SHARE-CROPPER means a person who works a farming unit in whole orsin E 


part under the general supervision of the operator and is entitled to receive =

for his labor a proportionate share of the sugar beet crop produced thereon or —< 


the proceeds thereof. 


PRODUCER means a person who is the legal owner, at the time of harvest 
or abandonment, of a portion or all of the sugar beet crop grown on a farming 
unit for the extraction of sugar. 
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OPERATOR means a person who as owner or share-tenant is operating a 
farming unit and is entitled to receive all or a portion of the crops pro— 
duced thereon, or the proceeds thereof. 


FARM means all farm land which is farmed by an operator as a single 
unit, with work stock, farm machinery and labor substantially separate from 
that for any other land. 


FARMING UNIT, for the purpose of the 19357 sugar beet program, means a 
farn. 


RAW VALUE of sugar means 107 percent of any amount of refined beet 
sugar. 


PART II -— CONDITIONS FOR PAYMENT 


Under the 1937 sugar beet program payment will be made only with re- 
spect to a farming unit when all of the conditions set forth in this Part II 
are met on such farming unit. 


Section 1.. Child Labor — No payment will be made with respect to a farming 
WUnitit 


(a) Any child under the age of 14 years was employed or 
permitted to work in the harvest of the 1937 crop of 
sugar beets after September 1, 1937; or 


(ob) If any child between the ages of 14 and 16 years was 
employed or permitted to work in the harvest of the __ 
1937 crop of sugar beets after September 1, 1937, for 
a longer period than 8 hours in any one day. 


The conditions in (a) and (b) of this Section 1 do not apply to the 
members of the immediate family of a person who is the legal owner of not less 
than 40 percent of the 1957 sugar beet crop on such farming unit. 


section 2. Labor, Wages and Rates — No payment will be made with respect to 
a farming unit unless all persons employed in the production, cultivation, or 
harvesting of the 1937 sugar beet crop on such farming unit have been paid in 


full for such work at the following rates: 


(a) For work performed prior to September 1, 1937, at 
rates not less than those agreed upon between the 
producer and the laborer; and 
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(b) For work performed after September 1, 1937, at rates 
not less than those that may be established by the 
Secretary to be fair and reasonable, or those agreed 
upon between the producer and the laborer, whichever 
is higher. 


Sections. Processor—Producer - No payment will be made to a person, with 
respect to any farming unit, who is directly or indirectly a processor of 
sugar beets and who has not paid or contracted to pay for any sugar beets 
such person has purchased from other producers at rates less than those that 


may be determined by the Secretary to be fair and reasonable. 


Section 4. Farming Practices — No payment will be made with respect to a 
farming unit unless farming practices have been carried out on such farming 
unit that would have qualified such farming unit for at least one-half of 
the maximum payment with Tespect to sugar beets under the 1937 Agricultura] 
Conservation Program.

section 1. Amount of Sugar — The total amount of Sugar with respect to which 


payment will be computed for a farming unit will be the sum of the following: 


(a) The amount of sugar commercially recoverable from the 
Sugar beets grown on the farming unit in 1937 and mar-— 
keted (or processed by the producer) for the extraction 
of sugar; and 


(b) An amount of sugar equal to one-third of the normal 
yield of commercially recoverable Sugar per acre of 
Sugar beets planted and subsequently abandoned due to 
drought, flood, storm, freeze, disease or insects, pro- 
vided that such farming unit is located in a district 
which has been designated as one within which abandon— 
ment payments will be made; and 


(c) An amount of sugar equal to the amount by which 80% 
of the normal yield of commercially recoverable sugar 
for the sugar beet acreage harvested in 1937 exceeds 
the actual yield of commercially recoverable sugar 
from such acreage, provided the cause for the defici- 


ency in production was due to drought, flood, storm, 
freeze, disease or insects, and the farming unit is 
located in a district which has been designated as one 
within which deficiency payments will be made. 


Section 2. Rate of Payment and Total Payment —- The amount of the base rate 
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of payment wili be 60¢ per one hundred pounds of sugar, raw value. The total . 


payment with respect to a farming unit will be the product of the base rate 
multiplied by the total amount of sugar determined for the farming unit under 
section l of this Part III, except that the following scale of reductions 
will apply to farming units on which such amount of sugar exceeds 10,000 
hundredweights:

PART IV — MISCELLANEOUS 


Section 1. Division of Payment - Any payment made with respect to a farm-— 
ing unit under the 1937 sugar beet program shall be divided among the pro- 
ducers on such farming unit in the same proportion as the 1937 sugar beet 
crop or proceeds thereof are divided under the leases or operating agreements 
relating to such farming unit. Any payment or share of payment shall be com— 
puted without regard to questions of title under state law, without deduction 
of claims for advances, and without regard to any claim or lien against the 
1957 sugar beet crop or proceeds thereof in favor of any person, 


section 2. Association Expenses — There shall be deducted pro rata from 
any payments made with respect to any farming unit in a county all, or such 
part as the Secretary may prescribe, of the estimated administrative expenses 
incurred and to be incurred by the Association’of such county in cooperating 
in carrying out the provisions of the Sugar Act of 1937.

For Use by County Committees 


PART I. GENERAL INFORMATION AND ADMINISTRATIVE 
ORGANIZATION 


The extent of performance under the provisions of the 1937 sugar- 
beet program will be determined by the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration through State and county agricultural conservation 
committees according to the procedure set forth herein, 

Representatives of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration 
will confer with each State committee regarding the organization and 
supervision of performance work and the procedure to be followed 
in the State. Each State committee will be responsible for the de- 
termination of performance in the State and will provide for ade- 
quate assistance to and supervision of county committees. Each 
county committee will be responsible for the determination of per- 
formance on farming units in the county. The county committee 
will direct the work of community committeemen as well as any 
persons employed to carry out the procedure set forth herein. 

Farming units which must be visited for the purpose of deter- 
mining performance should be visited as soon as possible. Previous 
measurements and records will be used wherever possible and addi- 
tional measurements will be made, where necessary, to determine the 
acreage of sugar beets planted for harvest in 1937, the acreage of 
sugar beets harvested in 1937, the acreage of soil-conserving crops 
used in a rotation with sugar beets, and acreages of farming practices. 
The summary of the data pertaining to performance on each farm- 
ing unit will be entered on the Farming Unit Report (SB-105). 

Where a farming unit consists of more than one tract upon which 
sugar beets were planted for harvest in 1937 it will be necessary to 
secure separate data for each tract. A tract within the farming 
unit shall be any portion of such unit on which a crop of sugar beets 
was planted for harvest in 1937 in which at least one producer has a 
diferent interest from that which he has in the Sugar beet crop on 
any other such portion of the farming unit. 

County committeemen, community committeemen, and persons em- 
ployed in connection with the 1937 sugar-beet program should become 
thoroughly familiar with the provisions of SB-101, which contains 
the principal features of the 1937 sugar-beet program, 
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PART II. ACREAGES 


It will be necessary for the county committee to determine the 
acreage planted to sugar beets for harvest in 1937 and the acreage 
of sugar beets harvested in 1937 for the extraction of sugar on all 
farming units in the county on which sugar beets were planted for 
harvest in 1937. If the farming unit consists of more than one tract 
of land on which sugar beets were planted for harvest 1n 1937, it will 
be necessary for the county committee to secure such acreage data 
for each tract. In many instances the acreage planted to sugar 
beets for harvest in 1937 as well-as the acreage of sugar beets har- 
vested in 1937 may be secured from records of performance obtained 
under the 1937 agricultural conservation program. In other 1n- 
stances such acreage data may be obtained from other sources if the 
county committee is satisfied that such data are accurate. Where 
information pertaining to the acreage of sugar beets planted for 
harvest in 1937 is not available or where information pertaining to 
the acreage of sugar beets harvested in 1937 is not available, it will 
be necessary for the county committee to determine such acreages 
in accordance with the standards prescribed under the 1937 agricul- 
tural conservation program. 


PART III. FARMING PRACTICES 


Tt will be necessary for the county committee to determine whether 
any part of the acreage planted to sugar beets for harvest in 1937 was 
planted on land devoted to sugar beets in all of the three years—1934, 
1935, and 1936. Such information may be obtained from the agricul- 
tural conservation program records or from other sources, if the 
county committee is satisfied that such information is accurate. 

If any part of the acreage planted to sugar beets for harvest in 
1937 was planted on land devoted to sugar beets in all of the 3 years 
1934, 1935, and 1936, it will be necessary for the county committee 
to determine the acreage of soil-conserving crops on the farming 
unit in 1937 on land customarily used in a rotation with sugar beets, 
Such acreages may be secured from records of performance under 
the 1937 agricultural conservation program or may be secured from 
other sources if the county committee is satisfied that such data are 
accurate. 

Where accurate information pertaining to acreages of sugar beets 
or of soil-conserving crops customarily used in a rotation with sugar 
beets is not available, it will be necessary for the county committee 
to determine such acreages in accordance with the standards pre- 

scribed under the 1937 agricultural conservation program. 

' Tf the information with respect to sugar-beet acreage planted for 
harvest in 1937 on land devoted to sugar beets in all of the three 
years 1934, 1935, and 1936, and the information with respect to soil- 
conserving crops on a farming unit in 1937 show that the farming 
practices have not been met with respect to any part of the sugar- 
beet acreage on the farming unit by either the rotation practice or 
the practice with respect to soil-conserving crops, or by a combination 
of both of these practices, it will be necessary to determine the sugar- 
beet acreage on which superphosphate was applied during 1937 at a 
rate per acre of at least 50 pounds of available P.O, — 
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PART IV. TENURE 


It will be necessary for the county committees to secure for each 
farming unit on which sugar beets were planted for harvest in 1937 
the names of the producers and their percentage shares of the 1937 
sugar beet crop, as specified in their leases or operating agreements. 
If the farming unit consists of more than one tract of land on which 
sugar beets were planted for harvest in 1937, it will be necessary 
to secure the acreage and production data for each tract and the names 
of all producers on each tract, together with their addresses, and their 
percentage shares of the 1937 sugar beet crop as specified in their 
leases or operating agreements. 


PART V. BONA FIDE ABANDONMENT 


If there has been any abandonment of sugar beet acreage on a 
farming unit, it will be necessary for the county committee to de- 
termine the cause of such abandonment. In such cases the county 
committee will ascertain whether the sugar beets were planted on 
suitable land and were cared for up to the time of abandonment in a 
manner that would have produced a normal crop of sugar beets under 
average conditions. 


PART VI. LABOR, WAGES, AND RATES 


It will be the responsibility of the county committee to use all 
practicable methods to advise sugar beet laborers to report all cases 
in which wages have not been paid in accordance with the labor 
provisions, set forth in SB-101. The county committee shall indi- 
cate to any laborer or to any other person who may represent a 
laborer the manner in which’a claim is to be filed for wages for 
work performed in the production, cultivation, or harvesting of the 
1937 sugar beet crop. 

When a wage claim is presented to the committee in any manner 
whatsoever, SB-103 should be presented to the party making the 
claim whether he is a laborer or another party representing the 
laborer in order that a proper record of the claim may be on file with 
the committee. The committee may assist in the proper completion 
of this form, which must be signed by the laborer involved before 
it is filed with the committee. If the producer does not agree that 
the claim is correct, it will be the duty of the committee to make a 
thorough investigation in order to obtain all relevant facts pertain- 
ing to such claim. In making such an investigation the committee 
shall give each party an opportunity to present his case. Considera- 
t.on should also be given to any other essential facts pertaining to 
such claim. The county committee will make a complete record of 
the investigation on SB-104. 

When the producer pays the full amount stated in the claim, or 
when the laborer agrees that a lesser amount.than that stated in the 
claim is the full amount due for the work performed and the pro- 
ducer pays the laborer such amount, the claim will be deemed to have 
been settled if the laborer signs the release of the claim on SB-103. 
If it is not practicable to secure the signature of the laborer to the 
release on SB-103, the committee may accept, in leu of such signa- 
ture, a receipt for the amount signed by the laborer in which the 
release of the claim is authorized. 
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When the laborer and the producer are unable to agree as to the 
facts in the case, the committee shall make a determination as to such 
facts, based upon all pertinent evidence that has been disclosed. 
Such determination shall be made with respect to: (a) The amount 
of work actually performed; (6) the amount of advances to the 
laborer; and (¢) the rate at which the laborer and the producer 
agreed that the work was to be done, if a controversy now exists as 
to such rate. Determinations of this character should not be made 
on any basis inconsistent with the facts disclosed. ; 

If the laborer and the producer agree to accept the determination 
of the committee and the producer pays the laborer the amount de- 
termined by the committee, the claim will be deemed to have been 
settled if the laborer and producer both sign the acceptance on 
SB-104. When either the laborer or the producer refuses to accept 
the determination of the county committee, the case should be re- 
ferred to the State committee. In such cases SB-103 and SB-104, 
completed insofar as possible, together with any supporting evidence 
that has been obtained, should be forwarded to the State committee, 
A copy of the information forwarded to the State committee should 
be retained in the association files. 


PART VII. CHILD LABOR 


The county committee should use all practicable methods to inform 
sugar beet producers concerning the child-labor provisions set forth 
in SB-101. It will be the duty of the members of the county com- 
mittee, community committeemen, and all employees of the associa- 
tion to be thoroughly acquainted with the child-labor provisions and 
to report to the county committee all farming units upon which these 
conditions have not. been met, The county committee should also 
consider any alleged violation of these conditions reported by any 
other persons. 

When information is received by the county committee from any 
source which may indicate that child labor has been employed on a 
farming unit in violation of these conditions, it will be the duty of 
the committee to determine the facts in the case. In determining 
such facts a field investigation by the committee or by a designated 
representative of the committee may be necessary. A complete writ- 
ten report of each case of alleged violation reported to the committee 
should be made and kept in the files of the association. Such reports 
should include a statement of the complaint, name of the producer 
involved, location of the farming unit, date of violation, the manner 
in which the investigation was carried out, and the facts disclosed, 
The report of the committee should also include a statement of their 
determination, which must be based upon the facts disclosed. 

If the producer disagrees with the determination by the county 
committee, he may request a review of his case by the State committee. 
If the county committee is unable to make a determination on the 
basis of the facts disclosed, the case should be referred to the State 
committee. In submitting such cases to the State committee, the 
county committee should forward all information which has been 
obtained through the investigation. A copy of the information for- 
perded to the State committee should be retained in the association 
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PART VIII. FARMING UNIT REPORT 


SB-105 will be used for reporting information secured pertaining 
to farming units in the county on which sugar beets were planted for 
harvest in’ 1937. SB-105 should be executed in duplicate. The 
county committee should complete SB-105 in the manner set forth 
in this part VIII. ; 

All acreage and tonnage figures should be expressed to the nearest 
tenth, but figures relative to hundredweights of sugar should be 
expressed to the nearest hundredth. 

Enter. the State and county code in the first blank space in the 
upper right-hand corner. A serial number should be entered on each 
SB-105 following the State and county code. Serial numbers should 
be assigned beginning with the number “1” and should be assigned 
consecutively. Serial numbers should also be assigned. alphabeti- 
cally by operators. Enter in the second blank space in the upper 
right-hand corner the name applied to the factory to which the sugar 
beets planted for harvest in 1937 were contracted. 

Item 1, Enter the name of the operator of the farming unit. 

Item 2. Enter the address of the operator of the farming unit. 

Item 3. Enter the location of the farming unit. In lieu of such 
location the legal description of the farming unit may be entered. - 

Item 4, Enter the acreage of sugar beets planted on the farming 
unit for harvest in 1987. If the farming unit consists of more than 
one tract of land on which sugar beets were planted for harvest in 
1937, this item will be the sum of items 17 for all of the tracts in 
the farming unit. ate 

Item 5. Enter the acreage of sugar beets harvested in 1937 on the 
farming unit. If the farming unit consists of more than one tract 
of land on which sugar beets were planted for harvest in. 1937 , this 
item will be the sum of items 18 for all of the tracts in the farming 
unit. 

Item 6. Enter the result obtained by subtracting item 5 from item 4. 

Item 7. If sugar beet acreage planted for harvest in 1937 on the 
farming unit was abandoned, enter in (a) the cause of such abandon- 
ment. If there was no abandonment, enter “XXX” in (a). Instruc- 
tions for completing (6) of this item will be furnished the county 
committee. 

Item 8. Instructions for completing this item will be furnished to 
the county committee. 

Item 9. Instructions for completing this item will be furnished to 
t! e county committee. 

Item 10. Enter the acreage of sugar beets planted for harvest in 
1937 on the farming unit on land NOT devoted to sugar beets in 
all of the three years 1934, 1935, and 1936. 

Item 11. If the acreage figure in item 10 is the same as the figure 
in item 4, enter “XXX” in this item. If the acreage figure in item 
10 is less than the figure in item 4, enter in this item the acreage of 
soil-conserving crops on the farming unit in 1937 customarily used 
in a rotation with sugar beets. 

Item 12..If “XXX” is entered in item 11 or if the acreage 
figure entered in item 11 equals or exceeds 20% of the difference be- 
tween the figures entered in items 4 and 10, enter “XXX” in this 
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item. If the acreage figure in item 11 is less than 20% of the differ- 
ence between the figures entered in items 4 and 10, enter in this item 
the acreage of sugar beets on which superphosphate was applied 
during 1937 at a rate per acre of at least 50 pounds of available 
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Item 13. Enter in (a) the word “yes” if any producer on the farm- 
ing unit has been reported as having violated the child-labor provi- 
sions, and if no such violation has been reported enter the word “no” 
in (a). If the answer in (a) is “yes”, enter the final disposition of 
any reported violations in (0). 

Item 14. Enter in (a) the word “yes” if a wage claim has been 
formally presented to the county committee on a properly executed 
SB-103, and if no such wage claim has been filed, enter the word 
“no” in (a). If the answer in (a) is “yes”, enter the final disposition 
of any such wage claim in (0). 

Item 15. If the farming unit consists of more than one tract of 
land, as defined in part I, on which sugar beets were planted for 
harvest in 1937, make no entry. If the farming unit does not con- 
sist of more than one tract of land on which sugar beets were planted 
for harvest in 1937, enter in the space provided the names of the 
producers, their addresses, and their percentage shares of the 1937 
sugar beet crop as specified in their leases or operating agreements. 

Items 16 to 22, inclusive, on the reverse side of SB-105, should 
be completed only in those cases in which a farming unit consists of 
more than one tract of land on which sugar beets were planted for 
harvest in 1937. In completing items 16 to 29, inclusive, for any 
tract, assign a letter to each separate tract and enter such letter in 
the blank space above item 16. Assign the letter “A” to the first 
tract and assign other letters consecutively. Where a farming unit 
consists of more than three tracts of land on which sugar beets were 
planted for harvest in 1937, complete items 16 to 22, inclusive, for 
the tracts lettered “A”, “B”, and “C” on the SB-105 completed for 
the farming unit and complete items 16 to 29, inclusive, for each 
other tract in the farming unit on the reverse side of a separate 
SB-105. Where items 16 to 22, inclusive, are executed on a separate 
SB-105, enter the State and county code and serial number entered 
on the SB-105 for the farming unit on the separate SB-105 executed 
for such additional tracts. 

Item 16. Enter the name of the owner of the tract. 

Item 17. Enter the acreage of sugar beets planted on the tract 
for harvest in 1937. 

Item 18. Enter the acreage of sugar beets harvested on the tract 
in 1937, 

Item 19. Enter the result obtained by subtracting item 18 from 
item 17 for the tract. 

Item 20. If sugar-beet acreage planted for harvest in 1937 on the 
tract was abandoned, enter in (a) the cause of such abandonment, 
If there was no abandonment, enter “XXX” in (a). Instructions 
for completing (2) will be furnished the county committee. 

Item 21. Instructions for completing this item will be furnished 
to the county committee, 
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Item 22. Enter in the Spaces provided, for the tract, the names of 
the producers, their addresses, and their percentage shares of the 
1937 sugar beet crop on such tract as specified in their lease or 
operating agreement. 

Item 23. The person completing SB-105 should sign his name in 
the first blank space and enter the date of such signature in the 
second blank space. 

Any additional entries or corrections on SB-105 should be initialed 
by the person making such entry or correction in the margin at the 
right of such entry or correction,

It will be necessary for the county comnittees to secure for each farn- 
ing unit on which sugar beets were planted for harvest in 1937 the nanes of 
the producers and their percentage shares of the 1937 sugar beet crop, as 
specified in their leases or operating agreements. If the farming wit con~ 
sists of more than one tract of land on which sugar beets were planted for har- 
Vest,in 1937, tt will be necessary to secure the acreage and production data \ 
for each tract and the names of all producers on each tract, together with their 
addresses, and their percentage shares of the 1937 sugar bect crop as specified 
_in their leases or operating agrcemontse 


PART V ~— BONA FIDE ABANDONMENT 


If there has been any abandonment of sugar beet acreage on a farming 
unit, it will be necessary for the county committee to determine the cause of 
such abandonment. If the farming unit consists of more than one tractaof dand 
on which sugar beets were planted for harvest in 1937, it will be necessary to 
secure the abondonment data for each tract. In such cases the coumty committce 
will ascertain whether the sugar beets were planted on suitable land and were 
cared for up to the time of abandonment in a manner that would have produced a 
normal crop of sugar beets under average conditions. 


PART VI — LABOR, WAGES AND RATES 


It will be the responsibility of the county committee to-use all 
practicable methods to advise sugar beet laborers to report all cases in 
which wages have not been paid in accordance with the labor provisions, set 
forth in §B-l101l. The county committee shall indicate to any laborer or to any 
other person who may represent a laborer the manner in which a claim is to be 
filed for wages for work performed in the production, cultivation, or harvest-— 
ing of the 1937 sugar beet Crope 


When a wage clain is presented to the committee in any manner whatsoever, 
SB-103 should be presented to the party making the claim whether he is a laborer 
or another party representing the laborer in order that a proper record of the 
claim may be on file with tho committces The committce nay assist tin the proper 
Completion of this forn, which must be signed by the laborer involved before it 
is filed with the conmittee. If the producer does not agree that the claim is 
Correct, it will be the duty of the committec to make a thorough investigation 
in order to obtain all relevant facts pertaining to such claime In making such 
an investigation the committee shall Zive each party an opportunity to present 
his Casée Consideration should also be given to any other essential facts per- 
taining to such claim. The county committee will make a complete record of the 
investigation on SB-10l. 


When the producer pays the full amount stated in the claim, or when the 
laborer agrees that a lesser amount than that stated in the claim is the full 
amount due for the work performed and the producer pays the laborer such amount , 
the claim will be deemed to nave been gettled if the laborer signs the release 
of the claim on SB-103. If it is not practicable to secure the Signature of the 
laborer to the release on SB-105, the committee may accept, in lieu of such sign- 


ae 


ature, a receipt for the amount signed by the laborer in which the release of 
the claim is authorized, . 


When the laborer and the producer are unable to agree as to the facts in 
the case, the committee shall make a determination as to such facts, based upon 
all pertinent evidence that hasbeen disclosed. Such determination shall be 
made with respect to: (a), the amount of work actually performed; (b), the — 
amount of advances to the laborer; and (c), the rate at which the laborer and 
the producer agreed that the work was to be done, if a controversy now exists 
as to such rate. Determinations of this character should not de made on any 
basis inconsistent with the facts disclosede 


If the laborer and the producer agree to accept the determination of the 
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committce and the producer pays the laborer the amount determined by the committe 


the claim will be deemed to have been settled if the laborer and producer both 
sign the acceptance on SB-lO4. When either the laborer or the producer refuses 
to accept the determination of the county committee, the case should be referred 
to the state committees In such cases SB~103 and SE+-1lO4, completed insofar as 
possible, together with any supporting evidence that has been obtained, should 
be forwarded to the state committee. A copy of the information forwarded to the 
state committee should be retained in the Association files. 


PART VII -— CHILD LABOR 


The county committee should use all practicable methods to inform sugar 
beet producers concerning the child labor provisions set forth in SB-10l. It 
will be the duty of the members of the county committee, commnity committeenen 
and all employees of the association to be thoroughly acquainted with the child. 
labor provisions and to report to the county committee all farming units upon 
which these conditions have not been mete The county committee should also con~ 
sider any alleged violation of these conditions reported by any other persons. 


When information is received by the county committees from any source 
which may indicate that child labor has been employed on a farming unit in vice 
lation of these conditions, it will be the duty of the committee to determine 
the facts in the casee In determining such facts a field investigation by the 
committee or by a designated representative of the committee may be necesSary.e 
A complete written report of each case of alleged violation reported to the 
Cormmittee should be made and kept in the files of the associatione Such reports 
should include a statement of the complaint, name of the producer involved, 
location of the farming unit, date of violation, the manner in which the inves-— 
tigation was carried out, and the facts disclosed. The report of the committee 
should also include a statement of their determination, which must be based upon 
the facts disclosed. 


If the producer disagrees witn the determination of the county committee, 
he may request a review of his case by the state committee. If the county com 
mittee is unable to make a determination on the basis of the facts disclosed, the 
case should be referred to the state committee. In submitting such cases to the 
state committee, the county committee should forward all information which has 
been obtained through the investigatione A copy of the information forwarded to 
the state committee should be retained in the association filcs,
